friend of mine is on a diet 
which excludes water almost 
entirely. I was under the im­ 
pression water was most im­ 
portant — you know, eight 
glasses a day. Also, I thought 
water had no calories. Is it 
possible the w a t e r is 
restricted to avoid fluid re­ 
tention? How many glasses of 
water a day should a normal 
person drink? 
DEAR READER - 1 am 
suspicious that your friend’s 
•diet is not a good diet. You 
can lose weight by not drink­ 
ing water or not eating any­ 
thing, but any sensible diet 
program is designed to lose 
weight without harming your 
health. 
A large part of our body 
weight is water. When we 
lose excess water from heat, 
disease like diarrhea, or in­ 
adequate water intake, we 
lose weight. But, as soon as 
such abnormal and unheal­ 
thy conditions are corrected, 
the body returns to normal 
and retains the w ater it 
should have. Many fad diets 
rely on the point that early 
dieting, particularly 
with 
a v o i d i n g c a r b o h y d r a t e s , 
leads to loss of normal body 
water. The dieter is im ­ 
pressed with the sudden loss 
of pounds, but it is.all fraud, 
the water loss is not loss of 
fat. Water contains no calo­ 
ries. 
The amount of water you 
need a day varies. We get 
water in our milk, beverages 
and a lot of our food. A raw 
lean piece of beef is 70 per 
cent water. Even cooked it 
still contains water. Vegeta­ 
bles and fruits contain a lot of 
water. So, if you are indoors 
and not losing a lot of water 
and you have a number of 
beverages, you might not 
need a lot more water than 
you get. If you work out in the 
sun as a laborer, you might 
need more than the eight 
glasses a day rule.

As gasoline becomes more scarce in much of the 
country and waiting in long service station lines 
becomes a way of life for many motorists, the Federal 
government is taking great pains to emphasize that, 
bad as it is, the current situation is the lesser of two 
evils.

- A 
friend of mine is on a diet 
which excludes water almost 
entirely. I was under the im­ 
pression water was most im­ 
portant — you know, eight 
glasses a day. Also, I thought 
water had no calories. Is it 
p o s s i b l e t h e w a t e r is 
restricted to avoid fluid re­ 
tention? How many glasses of 
water a day should a normal 
person drink? 
DEAR READER - I am 
suspicious that your friend’s 
diet is not a good diet. You 
can lose weight by not drink­ 
ing water or not eating any­ 
thing. but any sensible diet 
program is designed to lose 
weight without harming your 
health. 
A large part of our body 
weight is water. When we 
lose excess water from heat, 
disease like diarrhea, or in­ 
adequate water intake, we 
lose weight. But, as soon as 
such abnormal and unheal­ 
thy conditions are corrected, 
the body returns to normal 
and retains the w ater it 
should have. Many fad diets 
rely on the point that early 
dieting, particularly with 
a v o i d i n g c a r b o h y d r a t e s , 
leads to loss of normal body 
water. The dieter is im ­ 
pressed with the sudden loss 
of pounds, but it is.all fraud, 
the water loss is not loss of 
fat. Water contains no calo­ 
ries. 
The amount of water you 
need a day varies. We get 
water in our milk, beverages 
and a lot of our food. A raw 
lean piece of beef is 70 per 
cent water. Even cooked it 
still contains water. Vegeta­ 
bles and fruits contain a lot of 
water. So, if you are indoors 
and not losing a lot of water 
and you have a number of 
beverages, you might not 
need a lot more water than 
you get. If you work out in the 
sun as a laborer, you might 
need more than the eight 
glasses a day rule.
